A few words before the curtain rises on the story 1am going to tell you. In 
fact, for you to appreciate and understand more fully, I should like you to 
read these few paragraphs—in order to set the scene, as they say. 


The land of the pharaohs ... 


The origins of Egyptian civilisation, one of the most amazing in antiquity, 
are lost in the mists of time. In fact, about 3500 B.C., when the first 
pharaohs appear with King Menes, the Nile Valley had already passed 
through an eventful pre-dynastic period covering thousands of years.

There are whole periods about which we know little, and out of the thirty 
dynasties that followed under the rule of the pharaohs, only eleven are suf- 
ficiently known to us!! Now, a single individual could have thrown light 
on the subject, and his name was Manethon ... 


Manethon the Historian 


Manethon, who was a priest, lived in the third century B.C., when Egypt 
was under Greek domination. At the request of Ptolemy I, a former gene- 
ral of Alexander the Great who was now the ruler of Egypt, he compiled 
a history of Egypt. 

His notes, collected at source in the temple libraries and royal archives, 
would be an invaluable find. Unfortunately, this history was lost! 
Consequently, imagine the importance and value for the modern historian 
that the discovery of even a single fragment of this work would hold!!

With its stupendous weight of six million tons, the Great Pyramid domi- 
nates all the surrounding countryside. Its height is 138 metres and base 
width 227 metres. It is made up of a total of two million limestone blocks, 
most of which weigh at least two tons. Many are 10 metres long, and all 
are so exactly matched that one can run one’s hand 
over the surface without discovering where they join! 
This mass of stone is 77 metres higher than the 
towers of Notre-Dame, Paris. If the pyramid were hol- 
low, it could contain St. Peters, Rome! 
Nevertheless, this marvel—alas, the only remaining 
one of the Seven Wonders of the World!—scarcely 
resembles the construction at the time it was built. It 
was then constructed to a height of 148 metres and 
was covered on its four sides with a facing of white 
limestone, which was smooth and polished and reflec- 
ted the sunlight so brilliantly that the Egyptians gave it 
the name “The Light.” 
This facing was still in existence at the end of the 
twelfth century when an earthquake devastated the city 
of Cairo. The Arabs simply took material from the 
flanks of the Great Pyramid to reconstruct their city! ...
